One of the wonders of the hardware trade is in the 
excessive demand for roller skates that has been oc- 
casioned by the renewal of roller skating. Commonly 
when what is termed a fad dies out, it remains de- 
funct for all time, as something new commonly takes 
its place until it is in turn abandoned for a newcomer. 
But in roller skating the resurrection greatly eclipses 
its original introduction and the demand for roller 
skates is at the present time an overwhelming one. 
One factory in particular has advised us that within 
a period of four months they had lost the sales ot 
twenty thousand pairs by reason of inability to fill the 
orders, and this was a large and well equipped fac- 
tory at that. 








In the national association and in the many state 
retail hardware dealers’ associations of America,

Pine self-sacrificing merchants of the world. 
[hese people in their several organiza- 

tions were originally brought together just as the 
heroes of the American revolution were brought to- 
gether and crystallized into an unfaltering oneness, 
solely, to protect their interests against encroach- 
ments that threatened to become intolerable and 
menaces against which no one of them, single hand- 
ed, could expect to successfully cope. -Under the con- 
ditions that were presented, organization was indis- 
pensable, numbers counted, the council of many was 
an essential requirement to bring about defensive ac- 
tion and thus there were born hardware dealers’ asso- 
ciatiens of which the business men of every state are 
proud.

Government statistics, however, which may be im- 
plicitly relied upon, permits a thorough understanding 
of what we are sending away to the nations of the 
earth, and among them a few items that will be of 
interest to the industries here addressed are as fol- 
lows: Iron and steel manufactures exported from the 
United States made their highest record in the calen- 
dar year 1907, the total being approximately 200 mil- 
lion dollars, against 63 millions in 1897, and 16% mil- 
lions in 1887. The value of iron and steel manufac- 
tures exported has increased more than 200 per cent 
during the last decade, while that of other merchan- 
dise exported Has increased less than 100 per cent. 
While the exact figures for 1907 have not yet been 
received by the Bureau of Statistics of the Depart- 
ment of Commerce and Labor, the figures for eleven 
months justify the statement that the total: value of 
iron and steel exports will approximate, if not ex- 
ceed 200 million dollars. In 1897 iron and steel manu- 
factures exported formed but 5.8 per cent of the to- 
tal exports of domestic merchandise, and in 1907, 10.8 
per cent. 

Metal-working machinery increased from 5 1-3 mil- 
lion dollars in 1898 to 9% millions in 1907; and elec- 
trical machinery from 2% millions to nearly 9 mil- 
lions; while mining machinery, shoe machinery, and 
other articles of this character also show substantial 
gains. 

Other important items showing a marked growth 
include tools, from 2 million dollars in 1897 to a little 
less than 8 millions in 1907; structural iron and steel, 
from a half million dollars in 1897 to 7% millions in 
1907 ; typewriters, from 11% millions in 1897 to 6 mil- 
lions in 1907; and locks, hinges, and other builders’ 
hardware, from 3 2-3 millions in 1897 ,to 6 millions in 
1907. 

The distribution of the iron and steel exports of the 
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United States is chiefly to the industrial centers of 
Europe, and to the comparatively undeveloped sec- 
tions of Canada, the Orient, and Central and South 
America. 

To Canada, for example, the iron and steel ex- 
portations of the eleven months ending with Novem- 
ber, 1907, included steel rails, 1 million dollars ; struc- 
tural iron and steel, 3% millions; wire, 2 millions; 
builders’ hardware, 21%4 millions; electrical machinery, 
114 millions; locomotives, 114 millions; pipes and fit- 
tings, 214 millions; and sewing machines, a half mil- 
lion dollars. 

To Japan, where internal development has been es- 
pecially marked in recent years, our exports of iron 
and steel included for the period under review steel 
rails to the value of 1 million dollars; electrical ma- 
chinery, 114 millions; pipes and fittings, over 1 mil- 
lion; locomotives, nearly one-half million dollars’ 
worth (though for the corresponding period of 1905 
the total was 2% millions) ; structural iron and steel, 
over one-half million dollars; and numerous articles 
not separately shown in the monthly statements of the 
3ureau of Statistics. 

To Europe the list of iron and steel exports is too 
extended for detailed consideration in a discussion 
of this character, but in general it may be said that 
European countries are taking large and increasing 
quantities of American iron and steel, including build- 
ers’ hardware, steel billets and ingots, electrical ma- 
chinery, sewing machines, typewriters, and pipes and 
fittings, a few of the important classes showing slight 
decreases when compared with the immediately pre- 


ceding years, 1905 and 1906.

that real prudence would dictate. 
supplies are already computed to an extent that prac- 
tically marks the date of their completed consumption. 
Our natural gas supply which has been so recklessly 
wasted as to compel stringent legislation to preserve 
it at all, has in many wonderfully productive fields 
been entirely exhausted many years ahead of its nat- 
urally alloted time and our forests have been whittled 
away so rapidly‘as to occasion much alarm for future 
generations. Indeed so great has been the drain upon 
our forests as to induce direct action by the govern- 
ment looking toward their preservation and even now 
it is stated upon governmental authority, that trees 
are being cut three times faster than they grow. 
Since 1880 our sources of lumber supply have un- 
dergone remarkable changes. The first change was 
in the regions from which the principal kinds of lum- 
ber were procured, and this was followed by the sub- 
stitution of other kinds of wood in their places. Neith- 
er the centers of the lumber industry nor the leading 
classes of woods are the same as they were twenty-

‘quired has increased year by year. 
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five years ago. In 1880 nine states—Michigan, Penn 
sylvania, Wisconsin, New York, Texas, Arkansas. 
Mississippi, Louisiana, and Washington—produced 
52.8 per cent, or more than half of the total lumbe: 
production of the United States. In 1906 these states 
produced 51.5 per cent, practically the same propor- 
tion, but the changes which have taken place in th« 
output of individual states are very striking. Michi- 
gan, for instance, cut 23 per cent of the total in 1880 
and but 5.6 per cent in 1906; Louisiana cut 0.7 per 
cent of the total in 1880 and 7.5 per cent in 1906: 
Washington furnished but 0.9 per cent of the lumber 
production of 1880 and 11.5 per cent of that of 1906. 
The cutting out of the virgin timber in the North and 
East has been followed by increased drains upon 
the forest resources of the South and West. 

Despite these conditions the amount of timber re- 
The increase in 
consumption of timber since 1880 has been more rapid 
than the increase of the population, and greater than 
in any similar period in the history of the country. 
This shows in a striking manner how much the nation 
depends upon forest products, and indicates how 
greatly all interests must suffer as lumber becomes 
scarcer and dearer. 

Statistics gathered by the Bureau of the Census and 
the Forest Service show that the quantities of timber 
used last year for lumber, shingles, ties, pulpwood, 
cooperage stock, mine timbers, lath, distillation, ve- 
neer, poles, tanning, and turpentine and rosin, ex- 
pressed in board feet, reach a total of approximately 
50 billion board feet. 

While these drains upon the forest are known with 
reasonable certainty, there are others of which there 
is no record. These are the demand for posts, fuel, 
and domestic purposes, regarding which it is more 
difficult to obtain information, because the products 
often pass through no market, but are consumed on 
the farm where they were produced. Careful esti- 
mates, however, place the total of wood used for fuel 
alone at an equivalent of 50 billion board feet a year. 

It will be seen, then, that the present consumption 
of wood in all forms is above too billion board feet 
annually. Estimating the forest area of the United 
States at from 500 to 700 million acres, and the an- 
nual growth at 60 board feet per acre, the yearly in- 
crease is from 30 to 42 billion feet. At this rate, the 
annual growth barely equals the amount consumed for 
lumber alone. Considering all the drains, the an- 
nual consumption of wood is probably three times the 
Detailed estimates of standing tim- 
Using the 


annual growth. 
ber range from 1,400 to 2,000 billion feet. 
larger figure, and considering the annual growth of 
40 billion feet, it appears that there is not more than 
a thirty-three years’ supply of timber in this country 
at the present rate of consumption. 

At present only about 22 per cent of our total forest 
area is in state or national forests, the remainder be- 
ing unreserved public lands or in private hands? The. 
forest area is amply sufficient, if rightly managed, to 
produce eventually enough timber to supply all our 
needs. Yet private owners, as well as the state and 
national governments, must use their forest lands in 
a right way if we are to maintain our timber supply.

The word “advertisement” did not originally 
possess the meaning we now attach to it, and it was 
not until about 1660 that, as a writer in the “Nine- 
teenth Century” observes, the word first came into 
use in our modern sense. The early seventeenth cen- 
tury word for advertisement was “advice.” In the 
“Mercurius Politicus” and “Publick Intelligencer,” 
during the Civil War, it appears that the cost of an 
advertisement was half-a-crown, and a pamphlet, pub- 
lished in 1660, speaks of “advertisement half-crowns,” 
which is the earliest use of the word “advertisement” 
as applied to a general notice in a “newsbook,” or, as 
we should say, a newspaper. ;

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ANNUAL MEETING INLAND EMPIRE. IMPLE- 
MENT AND HARDWARE ASSOCIATION. 





Implement and hardware dealers from various parts 
of eastern Washington, northern Idaho, northeastern 
Oregon, western Montana, southeastern British Co- 
lumbia and northern California were in attendance at 
the third annual convention of the Inland Empire Im- 
plement and Hardware Association in the assembly 
room of the Spokane Chamber of Commerce, January 
15 to 17, where R. L. Spiker, Lewiston, Idaho, pre- 
sided. John Smith, Walla Walla, Wash., was elected 
president, the other officers and directors named being 
J. C. Hattabaugh, Grangeville, Idaho, first vice presi- 
dent; John Reamer, Reardan, Wash., second vice 
president; P. E. Miller, Nez-Perce, Idaho, A. P. 
Johnson, Fairfield, Wash., C. E. Max, Coeur d’Alene, 
Idaho, G. R. Beadshaw, Ellensburg, Wash., and F. 
W. Bier, Lind .Wash., directors. E. W. Evenson of 
Spokane was re-elected secretary and treasurer. 

F. E. Goodall president of the Chamber of Com- 
merce, welcomed the dealers in a lively little speech 
in which he said among other things that everything 
belongs to them while in Spokane. President Spiker 
responded in words of appreciation for the work of 
the Chamber of Commerce and its allied organiza- 
tions, which, he declared, did more than all other 
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agencies to populate the farming districts as well as 
build up the towns and cities of the district. 


OPENING OF CONVENTION. 

Following the reading and approval of the. minutes of 
the last session, Secretary Evenson read his annual report, 
in which he expressed the belief that the association wil! 
have gained a footing all over the state before the end of 
another year, urging also the need of a federation of all 
associations in the Pacific Northwest. He also called atten- 
tion to the fight against the catalogue houses, and many 
suggestions were offered to break the grip of these houses 
on the rural district trade. 

In the afternoon Ellis Lemaster, C. P. A., delivered an 
interesting address on “The Essentials and Some of the Ex- 
pediencies of Account Keeping,” saying among other things 
that the single entry ‘merchant is a dead one, a menace to 
the business health of the community, a danger to the banker 
and the wholesaler, and an undesirable risk to the fire under- 
writers. 

There was a complimentary smoker by the Chamber of 
Coinmerce and the Spokane Merchants’ Association in Ma- 
sonic Temple in the evening. F. E. Goodall presided and 


E. F. Waggoner was master of ceremonies. Music was fur- 


nished by the Spokane Elks’ Quartet and there were a half 
dozen entertaining vaudeville features. Mr. Goodall wel- 
comed the delegates and members of the Inland Empire 
Retail Dealers’ Association, saying that “the development of 
an empire is dependent on the spirit such as is in the hearts 
of the men here to-night. The prosperity of Spokane de- 
pends on the prosperity of the people in the country sur- 
rounding it. We stand here ready to lend you a helping hand 
for mutual benefit. If we stand together and work shoulder 
to shoulder we can not help but succeed. I want to thank 
the members of Spokane Council No. 92, Commercial Trav- 
elers, for their part in this success. They know how to 
do it.” 

A. W. Doland, president of the Spokane Drug Company 
and head of the Spokane Merchants’ Association, said in 
part: “In welcoming you we do so as old friends. Spokane 
is the youngest of the jobbing cities of the Pacific coast, 
but in twenty years men get close together. The jobbers and 
retail dealers need each other. Associations are good for 
you and your neighbors in weeding out irregular business 
methods. The. jobbers cannot do too much to protect the 
retailers. The retailers and jobbers must have faith in each 
other; they must bear with each other, give and take.” 

C. Herbert Moore, mayor of Spokane, said after present- 
ing the keys of the city: “I believe this will be the greatest 
and most prosperous year in the history of the Spokane 
country, and I feel that the prosperity of this city wholly 
depends on the business of the Inland Empire. Our interests 
are indissolubly linked together and nothing can separate us.” 

M. E. Hay, president of the Inland Empire Retail Deal- 
ers’ Association, said in his response: ‘We thank you for 
many favors at your hands in the past. It has been said, 
descriptive of men’s gratitude, that they are thankful for past 
favors as compared with what they expect for the future. 
I have spent one-half of my life adjacent to. Spokane and 
in all that time I have had business relations with the busi- 
ness men of Spokane, and I can say that there are no busi- 
ness men more honest than the Spokane hustlers. Spokane 
has been handicapped as no other city in the country has by 
the discrimination against her by the transportation lines. 
In spite of obstacles she has become the best built and one 
of the most prosperous cities in the country. When the 
census of I9Io0 is taken the 150,000 club will find that it will 
have to go out of business or increase its capital stock to 
a quarter of a million.” 

R. L. Striker, president of the Inland Empire Implement 
and Hardware Association, said: , 

“We have received a hearty welcome. We take pride in 
our own sections, but we regard Spokane as our home. 
Spokane cannot grow unless the country surrounding it 
grows with it. Spokane will always be the great. city in the 
Inland Empire, but while she is growing a great deal we 
will grow a little.” 

Secretary Evenson spoke of the parcels post bill, for 
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ich, he said, a fund of $10,000,000 has been subscribed by 
Postal Progress League, the representative organization 
Eastern mail order houses. After showing the possible 

iis of this measure he offered a resolution protesting 
vainst the free distribution by the postal department of 
literature advocating the parcels post and asking, if the prac- 
ice were continued, the opponents of the parcels post be 
extended the same privilege. The resolution carried unani- 
mously, with the amendment that a copy of it be sent to the 
-arious Northwestern state* delegations in Congress, with 
instructions to work against the extension of the parcels 
post service. 

Before Mr. Evenson closed he called E. F. Waggoner 
to the platform and, after paying him a tribute as voicing 
the esteem of his old customers when he was in the imple- 
ment business, presented him on their behalf with a handsome 
Masonic emblem ring diamond setting. Mr. Waggoner ac- 
knowledged his inability to say fitting words in response. 
He looked alternately at the ring and the assemblage with 
dimmed eyes, speaking his thanks brokenly. 

John DeWitt, a veteran traveling man, read an original 
poem on “The Retail Millionaire,” which was a happy skit 
and was well received. George S.. Brooke, president of the 
Fidelity National Bank, discussed the banking and currency 
bills now before Congress. Harry A. McClean, Mt. Vernon, 
chairman of the state board of commissioners of the Alaska- 
Yukon-Pacific Exposition at Seattle in 1999, pointed out the 
benefits to be derived. Nelson W. Durham, editor in chief 
of The Spokesman Review, Spokane, spoke of the important 
trade results the exposition will secure for the Inland Em- 
pire, Washington and the Pacific Northwest, and in closing 
offered this resolution, which was adopted by a rising vote: 

“Resolved, That we, the wholesale and retail merchants 
of the Inland Empire, in convention assembled, indorse the 
\laska-Yukon-Pacific Exposition, and pledge our support to 
the Washington state commission in making the exhibit for 


the state, and urge our representatives in Congress to secure 


suitable and adequate recognition by the United States gov- 
ernment.” 

W. H. Ludden of Spokane took the plice assigned to 
Gov. Albert E. Mead, speaking upon “The Inland Empire.” 
He referred to the normal condition prevailing in trade after 
the flurry, and called attention to the $51,000,000 in farm 
products raised in the Inland Empire during 1907, its citizen- 
ship and institutions of learning. In closing he said: 

“When tne Columbia river is opened and the Panama 
canal has been cdmpleted, the problem of freight rates for 
eastern Washington will have been settled forever.” 

Luncheon was served after a lively boxing contest by 
two 145-pound boys. 

In the afternoon the meeting of the Washington Hard- 
ware and Implement Dealers’ Mutual Fire Association was 
addressed by President W. P. Lucas and Vice-President C. 
A. Loy, who reviewed the work of the last year. E. W. 
Scott, Oakesdale, Wash.; J. W. Cupple, Downs, Wash., and 
F. W. Kaser, Walla Walla, Wash., were elected directors 
of the association for three years to fill the places of the 
directors whose terms expire this year. A large dividend was 
declared. : 

President Smith named a committee of five to look after 
the rearrangement of the constitution and by-laws and the 
changing of the title of the association at the second day’s 
session. The discussions of a revision of the exemption 
laws of Washington and Idaho, and the needs of legislation 
that will more thoroughly protect the retail dealer, took up 
the major part of the morning session. 

R. L. Spiker addressed the assembly, declaring it a 
misdemeanor for a man to sell goods that do not belong to 
him. He added that readjustment of the mortgage laws is 
needed, as at the present time it costs more to foreclose a 
mortgage or to collect an account than a fair-sized account 
is worth. I. C. Hattabaugh of Grangeville, Idaho, also spoke 
in favor of a new legislation. 

T. M. Shearman, publisher and editor of the Implement 
and Vehicle Record of San Francisco, spoke interestingly on 
“Has the Association Made Good?” President Smith also 
gave a convincing talk on the value of the local association. 
In it he told of a war in which he with other brother hard- 
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waremen of Walla Walla were engaged against the catalogue 
houses and the peddlers a few years ago. 

Tributes to the memory of D. F. Anderson of Rosalia, 
L. F. Darr and F. A. Fainter of Waitsburg, members who 
died last year, were read before the convention by I. C. 
Hattabaugh. 

For the purpose of fixing a minimum retail selling price 
upon articles now selling at prices that afford no profit to 
the retailer, F. J. Coffman, M. W. Weeks, J. H. Abrams, 
Michell Lewis, Mr. Taylor of the John Deere Plow Co. and 
Urbahn, members of the Inland Empire Implement and 
Hardware Association, were appointed by E. M. Brannick 
as a committee to meet the retail dealers of Spokane. 

J. H. Berge of Davenport, Wash., delivered an address 
to the manufacturers, wholesalers and traveling men at the 
third day’s session. He cautioned the traveling men against 
overstocking the dealer. He also addressed dealers along 
similar lines in buying. Mr. Spiker reviewed the work of the 
association during the year, the increase in membership and 
the interest which had been manifested by the members 
Before the association adjourned to meet some time in Janu- 
ary, 1909, a vote of thanks was given the chamber of com- 
merce and the Spokane jobbers for their interest in the 
convention and the entertainment provided for the associa- 
tion. 

Three hundred members of the association and their 
friends attended the banquet in the Hall of the Doges at 
Davenport’s restaurant in the evening, where M. W. Weeks 
was toastmaster. F. E. Goodall welcomed the guests. the 
response being by I. C. Hattabaugh, who said in part: 

“We are here to-night the guests of the men who have 
dotted the prairies with schoolhouses, have built up a modern 
city in which flourish culture and art and refinement. We 
may differ from each other in our political views; we may 
not hold the same creeds, and we may differ on opinions of 
local government, but in our appreciation of this hospitality 
we are a unit. It is the one touch of nature that makes all 
mankind kin.” 

D. C. Gibson followed in several character readings, 
which were well received, and Rev. Dr. W. J. Hindley, pastor 
of Pilgrim Congregational Church, spoke of “The Making 
“‘Hum-dinger’ is a 
strictly Western word; it originated west of the Mississippi 


of a Hum-dinger,” saying in part: 


river. The hum-dinger is the man who leaves the world 
better for having lived in it, the person whose influence 
makes for the good of affairs. There are more hum-dingers 
in the Inland Empire than there are in any other equal area 
of land in the world. Not only the hardware men are hum- 
dingers, but all who are blazing trails and shaping the ideals 
of this country. Four things are necessary to the making 
of a real hum-dinger—opportunity, perception, application, 
and personality. I have lived longer in the Inland Empire 
than in any other one place, and I never lived in a place so 
free for the development of self-expression as it is in the 
Inland Empire.” 

Ewing McCroskey of Spokane delivered a roast mono 
logue, illustrated on the spot with chalk drawings by W. C 
Morris, the cartoonist of The Spokesman Review, the vic- 
tims being R. L. Spiker, J. C. Hattabaugh and.J. A. Berge 
of Davenport, and J. N. Nankervis closed the speech making 
by toasting the organization on its work in 1907 and the 


auspicious beginning made in 1908.

It will soon be time to get busy with displays of 


-arden and farm tools for spring window dressings. — 


If careful study is given to these lines of goods there 
will be found among such of them as are quite com- 
monly carried in ordinary hardware stocks much very 
excellent material for making up bright and attrac- 
tive window displays, as these goods to a very large 
extent are brightly finished or are brightly painted or 
have brightly printed labels, all-of which elements can 
be worked together in harmonious arrangements that 
are sure to attract much attention. In handling such 
articles as pitchforks, hoes, rakes, spades, shovels, 
earth trowels, and other like instruments, it should 
not be forgotten that very good effects may be had by 
repetitions of these articles or designs made by al- 
ternating them either in vertical or horizontal posi- 
tions. Care of course should be exercised in selecting 
the brightest and handsomest goods of the several 
varieties for window use and in no case should any- 
thing be allowed to go into the window that is either 
soiled or rusted or in any way unpresentable. Seeds 
in bulk or in packages may be used to good advantage 
in a dressing of this kind as also may be garden 
hose, hose equipments, sprayers, lawn sprinklers and 
many like articles. Do not try to get too many of 
these articles into a window display at one time. Often 
it will be found best to arrange the entire window with 
articles of a single kind, but of course under these 
conditions it will be found best to change the window 
quite frequently.

FOURTEENTH ANNUAL MEETING AMERICAN 
SOCIETY OF HEATING AND VENTI- 
LATING ENGINEERS. 








The Fourteenth Annual meeting of the American 
Society of Heating & Ventilating Engineers was held 
at the Engineering Society’s building in New York 
City, covering the dates of January 21, 22 and 23. 
The morning session of Tuesday, January 21, was 
largely given up to a reception tendered to Eastern 
members and their ladies. A New York Ladies’ Aux- 
iliary Committee was in attendance, their headquar- 
ters during the meeting being at the new Grand Ho- 
tel, at Broadway and 3ist street. The afternoon 
session was devoted to a regular order of business 
which included the President’s address, the report of 
Secretary, report of Treasurer, report of the Board of 


James Mackay, President glance Soci+ty of Heating and 
Ventilati: g Kngineers. 
Governors and reports of standing and special com- 
mittees. At the evening session of the first day, Mr. 
J. H. Kinealy read a paper on “Some Investigations 
to Determine the Efficiency of Cast Iron Heaters in 
Connection with Fan Installations.” This topic was 
made additionally interesting by stereopticon illus- 
trations. Following a discussion of the paper the 
committee appointed to collect data on fan blast heat- 
ing, of which Mr. Wm. G. Snow was chairman made 
its report. Discussions were then had upon the fol- 
lowing topics: “Under actual working conditions what 
is the condensation per square foot in hot blast heat- 
ers?” and “Are there practical working formula for 
figuring the size of steam supply for hot blast heat- 
ers?” On Wednesday morning no regular session of 
the society was held, the time being given over to 
members for attending to their own personal affairs. 
At the afternoon session papers and discussions were 
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had. A paper on the “Transmission of Heat Through 

Radiator Surfaces at Various Temperatures” was sub- 
mitted by Mr. John R. Allen, following which a re- 
port of the committee to collect data on “Hot Water 

Heating for Residences,” of which committee Mr. 
James Mackay was chairman, made its report. Topics 
of discussion for this session were: “The Austrian 
Co-Efficients for the Transmission of Heat Through 

Building Material” and “The Additional Amount of 
Radiation Seeming Advantageous for Warming 
Rooms Exposed to the Strongest Wind Effect.” 

On Wednesday evening the society’s annual recep- 
tion to members, their ladies and guests was given in 
the parlor of the new Grand Hotel, from 6 to 8 
o’clock. At the close of the reception the society’s 
annual dinner was served in the large reception hall. 

The Thursday morning session was devoted to a 
paper and to the discussion of arranged topics. The 
paper related to “Relative Corrosion of Wrought Iron 
and Soft Steel Pipes,” by Mr. T. M. Thompson. The 
topics arranged for discussion were: “Air Washers, 
Their Construction and Effects,’ and “Testing and 
Rating House Heating Boilers,” and “Air Circulation 
in Furnace Heating System.” 

At the afternoon session of Thursday a paper was 
read by Mr. L. J. Wing on “Fuel Economy,” follow- 
ing this a number of other papers relating to heating 
and ventilating affairs were read and discussed, after 
which the newly chosen officers were installed. 

A list of the officers elected follows: President, James 
Mackay, Chicago, Ill—First Vice-President, James D. Hoff 
man, Lafayette, Ind.—Second Vice-President, B. F. Stang- 
land, New York—Secretary, Wm.

The final session was then continued in discussing 
a number of topics as follows: “The Efficiency of 
Small Electrical Fans,” “Motive Power for Fans,” 
“Ventilation With Aspirating Coils,” “Temperature of 
Smoke Flue with Heating Apparatus,” “Late Ad- 
vance with Heating Below Pressure.” Following the 
discussion of these papers the convention adjourned.

WANTED PRACTICAL IDEAS. 

Under this heading in our issue of January ITI, 
there appeared two communications from practical! 
furnace men, each of which brought out a point that 
was wholly worthy of careful consideration. That 
of Geo. Powers considered the disturbing element 
that comes from certain kinds of competition in the 
furnace business and indicated the manner in which 
such: competition was vicious and unprofitable. He 
then set about to describe the remedy that he had 
chosen and made successful as applied to the case 
that he had in hand. There is a very excellent point 
in this. Mr. Lawrence Henry’s communication <e- 
votes itself quite largely to the necessity of having 
sufficient upward pitch to distributing furnace pipes 
from the point where they leave the furnace casing. 
There is no question, whatever, that Mr. Henry is 


entirely correct in these views and also there is no 
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room for questioning the fact that many furnaces fail 
because the installers have not provided the neces- 
sary pitch of the pipes in precisely the manner that is 
in this communication indicated. 

Thus it will be seen that two very excellent points 
have been brought out. No doubt a very large pro- 
portion of retail furnace dealers and furnace experts 
have their own original thoughts in relation to this 
work. It is to be hoped they will come out with 
them and allow us to utilize them for the benefit of 
everybody who is interested in furnaces and furnace 
work. We are glad to be able to submit other cor- 
respondence along these lines herewith as follows: 
To THE AMERICAN ARTISAN: 

“I have become interested in your “Practical Ideas Want- 
ed” department and it is my wish to help this department 
along to the extent that I can. I find that there are very 
many men handling and installing furnaces that really know 
nothing about furnaces or the work relating to them, but 
the furnace troubles are not entirely confined to this part 
of the proposition, for there will be found much ignorance 
among proprietors of hardware stores. 

Take for example a farmer who has traded his farm 
for a hardware store. What does he know about furnaces? 
Possibly he may have had a furnace in use in his own 
home and thus may have come in contact with one furnace 
Possibly he has not had a furnace and knows nothing 
whatever about one. Imagine such a dealer directing the 
work of an experienced furnace man in his employ and 
imagine the situation of the workman when in such a posi- 
tion, he is ordered to do certain things in connection with 
setting a furnace in a manner that is entirely in violation 
of his own judgment. If such a piece of work manages to 
give satisfaction all is well, but if not either the furnace or 
the workman, or both are sure to get the blame by the 
dealer who is quite apt to imagine that he will have to 
take on a different furnace or let the workman go and get 
another. There are many such cases, not necessarily because 
the proprietors are farmers but because for various reasons 
they have had no experience at all with furnaces or furnace 
work and it occurs much too often that the really experi- 
enced furnaceman has no opportunity to have voice in the 
matter in any way. The plans such as they may be are 
frequently handed over to the workman with instructions 
not to make any changes for the reason that it will cost 
more money to do it in the right way and thus frequently 
furnaces are installed in a manner that an intelligent work- 
man will know in advance is faulty and will prove unsatis- 
factory. I am aware of a very large number of cases in 
which furnace jobs and furnace sales have been made at 
prices that were far too low to insure decent heating jobs that 
would be at all satisfactory and in the cutting down of 
the furnace and equipment price, the wages of the workman 
who is expected to do the work are too often cut down in 
a like manner. 

“The trouble seems to be that there are too many hard- 
ware merchants in the business who are foolish enough to 
believe that they understand the furnace work thoroughly 
when they really know nothing about it. Another point is 
this, merchants who are continually changing workmen who 
have to do with furnace setting can hardly be expected to 
give satisfaction iti furnace work, as much must depend upon 
the intelligence and skill and knowledge of the workman 


who does the setting of the furnace directly. There is no - 


possible doubt that much furnace trade is lost and that 
many a good furnace is condemned on account of poor in- 
stallation ; therefore it is quite time that retail furnace dealers 
learn that poor wages will not get good workmen, and that 
20 cents per hour for a tinner and furnace man can hardly 
be expected to bring about the results that are necessary 
for the satisfaction of patrons. The man to be employed on 
furnace work should be one that may be trusted to take 
entire charge of all the measurements and details of furnace 
setting and in my own judgment it is worse than ruinous 
to either hamper him with plans that he knows will not 
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work or to slash into the’ wages which he’ properly earns 
by endeavoring to put in the cheapest of cheap jobs just for 
the sake of making sales.”

To THE AMERICAN ARTISAN: 

You have interested me in your new furnace depart- 
ment under the heading, “Wanted, Practical Ideas,” and I 
am, therefore, offering this as my contribution thereto. 

Keep your eye on the Builders and Contractors. When 
you hear of anyone figuring on a building see the owner at 
once, and put the furnace proposition up to him, even though 
he should turn you down in favor of hot water. Tell him 
to put in wall stacks anyhow, many a prospective builder 
learns, when it is too late, that his money does not go far 
enough to permit -him to put in a hot water plant. After the 
lath and plaster are on he frequently comes around to the 
furnace man and then expects a first class job. Then there 
are others who seem to think that a furnace is the best 
thing to consider, and I am very sorry to say that many 


- “furnace men” think, the same, but they will let the car- 


penter go right ahead putting their joists and plaster over the 
only possible places in which a wall or floor stack can be 
placed, and then when they are ready to put in the pipe 
they are more than likely to slash into all.the joists: and cut 
the studding out often without putting in headers. I now 
have in mind one job where there were two tanks in the 
attic and the furnace tinner cut under them and destroyed 
their supports. I am looking for something to happen there. 
I am on a job now where the building was built for stoves,— 
that is, the chimneys start three feet from the ceiling up- 
stairs. I couldn’t land the job until the building was prac- 
tically finished, so I was obliged to run a round pipe through 
the hall, tapering it to a 3x12 floor pipe and cut out 3 feet 
of parlor ceiling and into the partition of upstairs rooms. 
Then I set the furnace so that the smoke pipe would be in 
the “most out-of-the-way” place in the dining room, then 
run it with 70 degree elbows below the dining room ceiling 
for about 2 feet and then up through the hall into the chim- 
ney. The opposite side of the chimney was the other room 
to be heated, and no pipe was to be shown, so I encased the 
smoke pipe with a 10-inch tin pipe, connecting it with the 
cold air from the hall register downstairs, and just above 
the second floor I ran a Y branch into the wall, connecting 
a QxI2 register box. On the casing pipe I left two joints 
without seams by folding both edges out and sliding on a 
lock strip so as to enable the smoke pipe to be taken down 
for cleaning. I have not taken occasion’ to describe this 
job for the reason that it was a good job, which it really 
was, but I did it for the purpose of showing what curious 
propositions a furnace man may be compelled to go up 
against. What should I have done in this case? “Pass it 
up?” By doing as I did, I made a good sale. The buyer 
would not build a chimney down to a proper location to 
receive the furnace smoke pipe in the regular way; he 
wouldn’t put in hot water, so, after my competitor entirely 
“lost out” on the whole affair, I got it. Of course, I’m out 
for business and at the same time I want to help to bring the 
business of furnace heating where it belongs. What would 
you do?

To THE AMERICAN ARTISAN: 

I have noticed in THe AMERICAN ARTISAN’S issue of Janu- 
ary IIth two able articles relating to heating and ventilating 
and, as this is a subject that has always interested me as 
a mechanic, I feel as if I would like to take part in the 
discussion that is going on in your paper under the heading 
“Wanted Practical Ideas.” I do not claim to be a practical 
furnace man—in fact, I do not class myself as a furnace 
man at all in the common application of tbat term, but I 
do a considerable amount of furnace planning and furnace 
setting and my experience as a practical house builder en- 
ables me to judge to a considerable extent as to the essen- 
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requirements of furnaces and their installation and also 
conditions that must be complied with in order to bring 
ut successful results. Thus is embraced what I consider 
first essential requirements of furnace installation. In 

e second stage there is necessary the employment of a 

practical furnace man to lay out and superintend the work 

of installation, and a third and very important requirement 
is a good, high priced furnace that has a known reputation 

r efficiency, capacity and other excellences of quality. In 

my building operation it is my practice to give very close 
attention to all features of the work that have any bearing 

upon the matter of a furnace that is to be installed, and so 
endeavor to remove all obstacles from the path of those who 
are to take care of the furnace arrangements. Naturally then 
| make more or less of a study of this work for the reason 
that I very frequently have to do with the furnishing, of the 

equipment and the installation of the fufnace myself. I 
personally do my own planning, both as to building and 
furnace installation, and I am very glad to say that my 
efforts directed along both of these lines have always worked 
out very successfully, though I must say that in many in- 
stances in which I have cleared the way for a proper in- 
stallation of a furnace, and have practically done all the 
planning for the’ correct and practical installation of a fur- 
nace that has been used in connection therewith, the credit 
has gone wholly to the “practical” furnace man, as he has 
chosen to style himself. I quite well agree with what has 
been said in your articles to which I have above referred, 
and, as my furnace work has thus far been thoroughly suc- 
cessful, some of my thoughts may be worth while to other 
readers of your paper. There are very few articles of gen- 
eral use upon the market that are compelled to stand the 
criticism of the public as unjustly as do hot air furnaces, as 
the criticism that is brought out along these lines is, as | 
am aware, not because of the faults of the furnaces them- 
selves but because of bad working results that are wholly 
chargeable to the unskilled manner in which the jobs are 
handled and the installations completed. This may very 
aptly apply to country towns where it so often happens 
that an ordinary tinner is compelled to make of himself the 
tinner, furnace and plumbing expert, and it is too often 
the case that even favorable conditions that have been pre- 
pared for them do not help them in the least. 

The following is a sample of the writer’s own working 
experience. The situation is one in which there is a single 
smoke flue in the center of the building with a 13x13 inch 
opening, and the flue is perfectly plumb; on an average of 
36 to 40 feet high, with the furnace set in the northwest 
part of the basement within 24 or 30 inches from the 
chimney. In this arrangement there are no hot air pipes 
in the basement longer than 8 feet, and, in fact, most of 


them are only from 4 to 6 feet in length. Now, I regard 


these as very favorable conditions and conditions such as 
with a good furnace, installed by a practical furnace man 
should give thoroughly correct ‘and satisfactory results. Will 
some one kindly “butt in” and give their views upon this 
proposition ?

To THe AMERICAN ARTISAN: 

Following the line of your published invitation, I will 
take up the matter of “Collars,” for connecting pipes to the 
bonnet in furnace work. There are many ways to make them 
and my reason for describing my way is that it may reach 
someone in the furnace work that is in need of information 
of this kind. My way of making these collars is to form 
up and rivet together a strip of galvanizing iron three inches 
wide to fit the pipe used. I run this through the larger 
turner about one-half inch from the edge, making a heavy 
bead or swedge on the ring. I then notch out about three- 
fourths of an inch wide up to the bead and cut a hole in 
the bonnet just to fit the collar at the bead. I then insert 
the notched side and drive over tight on the inside of the 
bonnet. Sometimes I make them like this: I turn a flange, 
say, one-fourth of an inch wide on one end of thé collar, 
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then I rivet a strip of 114 inches wide on the inside of this 
end of the collar, letting it extend three-fourths of an inch 
beyond the flange. I then notch to flange and put in the 
bonnet, same as above. Collars for flat bonnets may be fin- 
ished in the tin shop. Collars for pitched bonnets are made 
differently. They must be made to fit the side of the bonnet 
and as it is not known what angle the pipe will be for which 
it is intended it must be fitted upon the job and they must 
be made long so that they can be trimmed off. They are 
generally made in all sizes up to ten inches and are made 
nine or ten inches long. They are made flaring so that they 
may be nested together. The smaller end is, of course, 1n- 
tended to fit the pipe and they must be riveted together and 
so riveted that they will be smooth on the outside so that 
the pipe will pass over the rivets without catching upon them 
This may be done by forming the burr made by the punch 
on the inside, then hammer the rivets down flat without 
using the rivet set. This kind of collar must be dovetailed 
in on the job. First the collar must be trimmed to fit the 
bonnet at an angle to correspond with the angle of the pipe 
for which it is.made. I do this by drawing a line or a wire 
over a point opposite the center of the register box to the 
point on the bonnet where the collar is put in. When the 
collar is trimmed to fit, mark around it on the bonnet with a 
pencil and cut out the hole. Now take dividers and mark 
around one-half inch from the trimmed end and notch one- 
half inch apart to your mark. Then with pliers turn every 
other one of these notches out square and then push the re- 
maining ones in the hole in the body and hammer them over 
tight on the inside of the bonnet. We used to take them 
on the job and fit and mark them and take them back to 
the shop and turn flanges on them and rivet strips in them 
and take them back again and put in the bonnet. We made 
a good job all right, but that was when furnace work was 
not done for nothing and a year’s supply of coal thrown in. 

“Hoping to hear from some of the older furnace men

In the matter of an action that was brought against 
the James Spear Mfg. Company, of Philadelphia, for 
an alleged infringement of certain rights relating to 
furnace construction, that was claimed under letters 
patent, the action resulted unfavorably to the de- 
fendants. Following this a preliminary injunction 
was granted under the claims of the same patent 
against the Graff Furnace Co., of New York City. 
We are now advised that an appeal was taken by the 
Graff Furnace Company and on January 8 the case 
was heard before the U. S. Circuit Court of Appeal 
(the same court which rendered the decision against 
James Spear & Co.) On that day (Jan. 8) the court 
rendered its decision in which it was declared that 
the patent upon which the action was based was void. 
On account of this decision the action against the 
Graff Furnace Co. was entirely abandoned. 
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FOR GOOD TIN ROOFING. 


A compact little volume entitled “Tin Roofers’ Hand 
Book” is a strong plea for good tin roofing and an 
argument in favor thereof as opposed to all other 
forms of modern roofing comparatively and practical- 
ly. In connection with the work a set of standard 
specifications for tin roofing is given that was com- 
piled by the joint committee on tin plate for the Na- 
tional Association of Master Sheet Metal Workers of 
the United States and was approved by the associa- 
tion’s trustees and adopted by the association at its 
semi-annual meeting in Philadelphia, February 20, 
1907. One of the strong merits of the little volume 


from which we shall quote is in the direction of and . 


uniformity of purpose and methods by tin roofers. 


What most concerns the tin roofer is the durability 
of the material after he Has laid it on the roof. It is 
absolutely necessary that the plate should carry suffi- 
cient coating to properly protect the base. The use of 
cheap, light-coated plates is not advised and should be 
discouraged. The roofer should insist upon being 
paid a price which will enable him to use a heavily- 
coated plate and do first-class work. Cheap materials 
and poor workmanship will not build up business but 
will bring tin roofing and those who engage in it into 
disrepute. Tin as a roofing material has so many 
superior points of merit over every other kind of roof- 
ing, that it is only necessary for the roofer to present 
the advantages to prospective customers to convince 
them of the vast superiority of tin roofing, although 
the first cost may be greater. It is not necessary to 
use cheap tin, nor other forms of roofing, to secure 
contracts, though it may at times be necessary to use 
the fair and just arguments in favor of thoroughly 
good tin plate. 


Tin plate has been used for roofing material for so 
many years that it has been thoroughly tried and 
tested, and has proved its value as a roof covering. 
Good roofing tin—the old-time, durable quality—is 
considered the standard roofing material for the high- 
est class of buildings. A good tin roof combines ad- 
vantages that are not found in any other form of roof. 
It must be understood, however, that these statements 
apply only to good quality, heavily-coated, well-made 
tin plate. Tin is the natural covering for roofs. It 
has qualities possessed by no other metal or substance, 
which peculiarly fit it for roofing purposes. It is sub- 
ject to less contraction and expansion than any other 
metal that can be used; it is adapted to more varia- 
tions of climate than either copper, zinc or iron; in 
fact, climatic conditions are rarely a bar to its use. 
Only some local conditions peculiar to the building 
itself render its use impracticable. Its pliability, light- 
ness, durability, cheapness, and the various climatic 
and other changes to which it is adapted, render its 
use a most natural one. A good tin roof is light; it 
requires only a very light root construction, Which is 
in itself a very marked saving in ‘he cost of any build- 
ing. Slate, tile and tar roofs aré very heavy, as the 
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following table of weights of roofing materials wi 
show :

A tin roof is clean. This is an important feature 
where the water from the roof is collected in cisterns 
There is nothing injurious in the tin roof provided the 
paint used on it is harmless. Cistern water from a tin 
roof is pure, clean and tasteless. When laid with 
standing seams the effect is attractive, particularly 
where the crest of the roof is finished off with some 
simple design. Tin looks infinitely better than any 
prepared or composition roof. A tin roof is easily 
put on and is adaptable to any surface, from a flat 
deck to a vertical wall. Note that tile, shingles, slate, 
etc., are only adapted to very steep slopes, and that tar 
and gravel and similar roofings must be laid flat, or 
they will melt and run, or “creep” in hot weather. If 
a tin roof is damaged it can be repaired quickly and 
cheaply. There is no wholesale tearing up of the roof, 
as in the case of tar and gravel and composition roof- 
ings, to find the leak. A roofer can repair a leak in a 
tin roof permanently in a few minutes. Tin is not 
affected by heat or cold, and for roofing it is equally 
popular in the northwestern regions and in the south- 
ern states. It is the most weatherproof form of roof- 
ing that can be had at any cost. Wind and snow can- 
not sift through it, as with shingles, slate and tile. 
Heavy rain and moisture cannot get through it, as it 
covers the upper surface of the roof with an unbroken, 
continuous sheet of metal. It is the best known pro- 
tection against fire, excepting only reinforced concrete 
or hollow tile. Tests and actual experience in con- 
flagrations have proved that the tin-covered wooden 
fire-door is the most effective bar to flames. Such 
doors have been adopted as the highest standard by the 
National Fire Protection Association. A tin roof 
gives the same protection to the upper part of the 
building. The wood may even char slightly under the 
tin in extreme cases where the heat is intense, but 
the fire cannot penetrate the unbroken sheet of metal.

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HINTS FOR SHEET METAL WORKERS. 


To Clean Water Backs When Filled Up With Lime 
or Alkali. 

Pour slowly into the casting, muriatic (hydro- 
chloric) acid. 
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This must be done carefully, as it will boil over and 
waste the acid unless care is taken. 

When the lime has all been removed, wash thor- 
oughly, and replace. 

To Cut Heavy Iron With the Stock Shears. 

When very heavy iron is to be cut by hand, it will 
often be found a great help to turn the shears wrong 
side up and slip a piece of 1-inch gas pipe, or larger if 
necessary, onto the tang, thus making a long leverage, 
and the pipe stands so nearly perpendicular that the 
workman can stand almost erect, and yet has a good 
leverage on the work. 

To Lock the Edges of a Pitched Cover, or Can Top. 

Often when making a cover or can top with only 
a slight pitch, it is desirable to lock the seam, but dif- 
ficult to do so in the folder. Try slipping each edge 
in the slot of the rod of gutter beader, and turning 
the rod just enough to break the edge up a little more 
than square, when the seam may be grooved down 
very nicely. 

Temporary Handles for Soldering Coppers. 

These may be quickly made by wrapping around the 
shank several thicknesses of asbestos paper. Draw it 
snug with a wire, and it will be found to answer the 
purpose very well. 

Ta Tin Black Iron Rivets, or Other Small Articles. 

Put them in a bowl of raw acid (hydrochloric) until 
the black scale is well eaten off. Rinse with water and 
place in “killed” acid; i. e., acid which has had all the 
zinc it will eat, and then without rinsing, drop into a 
pot of melted solder. Remove with a strainer.

HARDWARE. 

Although the present period as relates to hardware 
matters may be said to be the “between hay and grass” 
season there is a reasonable amount of business being 
done; quite as much as could naturally be anticipated 
and the line of inquiries that are working in through the 
mails are such as give great promise for the spring 
trade of 1908. From the best advices obtainable re- 
lating to building affairs we learn that the amoufht 
of building that is in sight to be begun upon the 
breaking up of the winter is much greater than has 
been in sight at this time of the year for many years 


past. 


The country is thoroughly well stocked with money .- 


and in farming communities there is probably more 
cash in hand among farmers and tradesmen and in 
country banks than was ever known before. In addi- 
tion to this the farmers are in better condition finan- 
cially than they have ever been known to be at any 
previous time and naturally this element of affluence 
begets a natural desire for better things and improves 
home and farm conditions. It is reasonable then to 
expect an unusual trade from farmers and as that is 
really the backbone of the retail trade of the country, 
jobbers and manufacturers of hardware may expect 
to share in the advantages that accrue therefrom along 
with merchants of other classes of merchandise. 

Leading manufacturers of builders’ hardware have 
undet consideration a general readjustment of their 
prices. Although we are not as yet fully informed as 
to the details it is believed that certain articles in 
builders’ hardware lines will be reduced in price to 
the extent of Io per cent or more as an equalizing 
measure. A partial readjustment of prices on tinware, 
staple lines shows declines of from 5 to 7% per 
cent. It is probable that lists will undergo further 
changes. 

Wire products continue steady and in good demand. 
Fencing wire is particularly firm and current orders 
and advance inquiry indicate a strong pressure along 
these lines in an endeavor to get goods promptly when 
the market finally opens for spring business. Current 
quotations are: Wire nails, $2.23; painted barb wire, 
$2.38; galvanized barb wire, $2.68; smooth annealed 
wire, $2.08; smooth galvanized wire, $2.38; polished 
staples, $2.23; galvanized staples, $2.63. Carload lots 
to retailers, 5 cents higher; less than carload lots, 15 
cents higher. 

Cut nails remain unchanged in prices as follows: 
Iron, cut, carloads to jobbers, $2.38; to retailers, car 
lots, $2.43; steel, cut, cars to jobbers, $2.28; to re- 
tailers, $2.33. °

COPPER. 


The copper market continues to maintain a steady 
appearance under the slow, but steady return of buy- 
ing for domestic consumption.

Prices on the New York Metal Exchange were un- 
changed at 1334@r14c for lake, 1354@13% for elec- 
trolytic and 1334@135éc for casting copper. 

The London market was weaker early in the week, 
spot dropping to £62 15s. while futures were down 
to £63 5s. - Best selected was unchanged at £67.

Rogers, Brown & Co., Cincinnati, will say in their weekly 
report: A better feeling throughout the market generally 
and particularly in local territory is evidenced by increased 
sales and more earnest inquiry. A fair trade has been ac 
complished in foundry and forge grades for first quarter and 
first half delivery, and this, together with reports* which 
come in of increase in consumption, is very encouraging. 
It is evident that the corner has been turned and things are 
on the upward trend with a gradual impetus which promises 
the very best possible. 

After times of stress in both financial and industrial 
markets it is too often the invariable rule that the rebound 
is sudden and partakes to a certain extent of as much frenzy 
as there was in the stringent times., The feeling of relief at 
a turn is expressed in such a way as to make things jump 
in the opposite direction. In, the present instance the same 
care and reserve as marked the handling of the pig iron 
market during the last year seem to again be in evidence 
in its recovery and the outlook is becoming better each day. 
Confidence mingled with conservatism is the surest cure and 
shortest way to reach the plane on which all should like to 
see the commerce of our country conducted during this 
year. 

Coke shows little change this week, although sales are 
somewhat better. One or two good sized contracts for 
foundry and furnace coke have been closed and more are 
pending. The supply is adequate, although far below normal 
production. 


Matthew Addy & Co. Cincinnati will say in their weekly 
report: Little by little the iron trade is getting into more 
normal channels. The first eight months of last year it was 
on an abnormal boom. In the latter part of the year it was 
abnormally depressed. As yet it hasn’t struck the happy av 
erage of being just about right but is steadily getting in 
better shape. 

The feature of the market as far as southern irons are 
concerned has been the very heavy buying since the month 
began by pipe makers. There have been three wholesale 
transactions of this nature. One was an order for 20,000, 
one was an order for 12,000 and another was an order for 
50,000 tons. These orders were placed by three different 
concerns, and the shipment varies from ninety days to the 
first of July. There has been fair, general buying right along, 
but the total aggregate of business outside of the pipe foun- 
dries is small in comparison. Birmingham to-day is the storm 
center of the trade, and southern irons undoubtedly are in 
the saddle, so to speak. At the present time probably ten 
tons of southern iron are being sold to one ton of northern 
iron. 

We notice one very decided sign of betterment, and that 
is in the matter of coke. There was a time not long ago 
when coke was so dull that apparently you could not give it 
away. Now coke is being bought, and of course is being 
bought to be used in melting iron 

In the matter of prices there is some little irregularity, 
but the buyers who have bought have been proceeding on the 
belief that bottom has been touched
